Sir John Kirk, 
the British consul general at Zanzibar, tele- 
graphs that the sultan has appealed to the 
English fleet for protection. Admiral 
Pachen, commanding the German squadron, 
presented un ultimatum, threatening that 
his ^madron would begin active operations 
unless the sultan withdrew his forces, levy 
ing tribute in the regions which Germany 
claims. It is reported that Lord Salisbury, 
in a communication to Prince Bismarck, 
asked that Germany's demand lie held in 
oheyance until England has had time to con- 
sider the sultan's appeal. 

The history of the German colony which 
has lieen occupied by troops of the Sultan of 
Zanzibar may be told in a few words. Las', 
autumn it waa widely rumored that a (ler - 
man mission was about to be dispatched to 
the Transvaal ; and some countenance was 
lent to the report by the semi-official Ger- 
man press. Ijite in September Count Pfeil, 
Dr. Peters, Herr Juhlke and Herr Otto 
started for Berlin, and on the 1st of Oetolicr 
sailed from Trieste on board the Austrian 
Lloyd steamship Titania as third class pas - 
se tigers for Aden. 

On the 23d of October thev re-embarked at 
Aden on board the British Indian line's 
steamship Bagdad, but although it was gen- 
erally believed they were bound for South 
Africa they proceeded only as far as Zanzi- 
bar. Landing there they made their way 
inland along the banks of the Waaini, and, 
cm. luding treaties as they went, they suc- 
ceeded hi obtaining a paper title to the 
whole territory of . the Nguru, Usagua, 
Makata and Usagara tribes— a territory 
larger in area than the Kingdom of Prussia 
and lying for the most part about twelve 
hundred feet aliove the level of the sea.

A GOOD AND BAD LAW. 



It... - Harrnd from the Coal Mine* of Peon* 

MahontCity, Pa., Aug. IS -A recent 
law prohibiting the employment of boyi 
under the age of fourteen yearn inside the 
coal mines is severely criticized in mining 
circles and may create a complication of 
troubles. The aggregate number of boys in 
Luaerne, Schuylkill, Carbon and Northum- 
berland counties, which the new law effects 
will reach over 10,000. Its enforcement 
commenced August 1, and as rapidly as 
slavs and Polanders oould be supplied to 
Ml their places boys under fourteen em- 
ployed in the various ways inside the mines, 
and those under twelve years employed as 
slate pickers in the breakers, were dis- 
charged. 

The remuneration for such services 
ranged from sixty -five cents to one dollar 
per day. The foreigners are willing and 
anxious to work for even less compensation, 
as their cost of living does not exceed $10 per 
month, and in the course of a few years they
